Mr. Philpott said that at pres- 
lent the only practical means of 
providing pheasants in the San 
Joaquin valley is to plant grown 
birds, since natural conditions are 
not right for field propogation. 
He said that under this system, 
however, only six and one-half 
birds are killed for every 100 
released and indicated that the 
cooperative hunting area plan 
may prove to be a better system.

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For Deciduous Trees 
By C. A. FERRIS, Farm Advisor 

Many deciduous orchards: in 
Tulare county have considerable 
numbers of crown galls on the 
trees. The term crown gall has 
been used in literature to describe 
the large cancer-like growths 
which attack trees because it was 
first thought that they occured 
most frequently at about the 
ground level or just below. How- 
ever, the name is not accurate 
since these growths occur very 
often on the roots, trunks and 
branches. 


Presence of galls on any _por- 
tion of.a tree may do varying 
_* amount8 of damage. Sap-flow :is 
greatly slowed by the galls, es- 
pecially when the gall tissue com- 
pletely encirles a limb or root. 
These limbs and roots do not or- 
dinarily die but the branch will 
no longer produce good fruit be- 
cause the sap movement is so 
slow. 


Crown galls are caused by a 
bacterium which lives within the 
cells of the plant. It is generally 
agreed that the only way they 
can etter a growing plant is 
through an injury such as that 
made by cultivating tools or in 
pruning wounds. These bacteria 
are probably present to somé ex- 
tent in most of our soils although 
they may be more numerous in 
some soils than others. 

Several years ago it was dis- 
covered by Dr. P. A. Ark, Plant 
Pathologist of the University of 
California, that these galls could 
be killed by a very simple method. 
A preparation consisting of one 
part of Elgetol or Krenite mixed 
with 4 parts of wood alcohol is 
painted on the gall. with a paint 
brush. In addition to thoroughly 
covering the gall it is advisable 
to paint about 1 inch of the 
healthy wood around the gall. 

This mixture will kill only the 
diseased tissue and has no effect 
on the healthy wood.

This method does not cut any roots 
and thus eliminates root damage 
j}and also prevents entrance of 
|bacteria which might start new 
galls. 

Treatment for crown gall con- 
trol can be done at any time of 
year. It can be regarded as a 
| fill-in job during periods of the 
year when the‘grower has some

Citrus June. Drop 
Is Not Stopped 
By 2,4-D Spray 
by H. C. MEITH, Farm Adyisor 
- So many uses have been found 
for the synthetic plant hormones 
auch as 2, 4-D and 2,4.5-T, rang- 
ing all the way from weed killing 
to giving better orange sizes, that 
it is natural that much confus- 
ion exists as to the proper uses 
of these materiais. 

Many orange growers are under 
the impression that applications of 


2,4-D to orange trees at this time‘ 


will prevent June drop of the new- 
ly set oranges, however, the ap- 
plication of 2,4-D has no effect in 
reducing June drop. Tests hate 
been carried on for several years 
both in Tulare county and the 
Edison district of Kern county 
with no results. 


Probably some of this. confus- 


ion has come ‘about as a reeult sf 
of articles appearing: in citrus™ 
growers rfagazings relative to 
work done with 2,4-D ih reduc- 
ing preharvest drop of oranges: 
in Southern California. 

However, the preharvest drop 
of Southern California is not the 
same thing as the June drop of - 
Central California. As the name. 
implies, preharvest drop occurs 
just shortly before fruit is ready 
to be harvested. This problem does 
not exist in Central California. 


WORM CONTROL 


Phenothiazine is used with cat- 
tle chiefly to control round worms 
of the fourth stomach and large 
intestine. It has no action in 
the gmall intestine and is not ef- 
feétfve against tapeworms or liver 
flukes.

Second Spray For 
Peach Twig Borer 


Many ‘wers in this area may 
find a second spray of basic lead 
arsenate or DDT necessary in the 
next few weeks to control peach 
twig borer, C. A. Ferris, farm ad- 
visor reminded this week. 

This spray would follow up the 
one applied by many growers ear- 
lier in the jacket stage. It should 
be applied when the first wilted 
shoots caused by the borers are 
seen on young trees or replants. 

Three to four pounds of basic 
lead arsenate or 14% to 2 pounds | 
of 50 per cent wettable DDT 
should be used to 100 gallons of 
water. Use powdered spreader and 
avoid deposit builders or oils. 
Growers with mixed varieties 
should spray all trees.

Caterpillars ‘Vee 
On Fruit Trees 
By C. A. FERRIS 
Farm Advisor 

‘March and April find the tent 
caterpillars are on the move in 
many almond and deciduous fruit 
orchards. Where trees have put on 
leaves, the pest may already have 
built tent-like -webs and started 
eating the foliage. 

Such heavy eaters are these ca- 
terpillars that they: can strip a 
tree of foliage in a few hours. 
Veteran’growers check their trees 
daily this time of year, and if they 
find the pests, they move on them 
without delay. 

A standard weapon is spraying 
| with basic lead arsenate, tee | 
l to four pounds per 100 gallons of 

waters, plus a spreader used ac- 

cording to directions of the manu- 

facturer. If the growers can lo- 

cate but a few of the colonies of ; 
| caterpillars, he can destroy them 

| by burning them on the tree with 

;a torch or by cutting infested 

| branches and burning these.
